Jones Sitvk Report.—A Washing- 
ton special of the 15th says Senator 
Jones expects to present the comple- 
ted report of the Silver Commission 
during the present session. There 
will be no change in its conclusions 
and recommendatidns as published 
last Winter, but he has made its his- 
torical and argumentative portion 
much better than was at first contem- 
plated. Considerable space will be 
devoted to a contrasted statement of 
the excellences and defects of the pa- 
per system of currency, and ground 
will be taken-that, as compared with 
the metallic system, or even with the 
bi-metallic system, if the latter is ham- 
pered by legislative restrictions on free 
coinage, etc., the paper system is the
